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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments in the request for reconsideration 
are unconvincing. Applicant argues that there is no motivation statement for thecombinations made. There are motivation statements 
made after every combination in the rejections. Applicant argues that there is no teaching to make the sole leather. Leather sole are well 
knon in the art and making a sole out of leather, rubber or plastic would be within the skill of one of ordinary skill in the art and dependent 
on the performance desired of the sole. Applicant arguments with respect to adding water impermeable layer to the sole of Dassler is not 
clearly understood. It is well known that when hole are placed within a material, water can flow throught those hole and therefore, the 
addition of the water impermeable layeer to prevent this flow of fluid in one direction would be necessary to keep fluid out of the shoe 
while still allowing the shoe to breathe, i.e. air to enter and exit. With respect to the arguments directed toward Squandroni, Squandroni 
teaches the ventilation of leather soles as welt as rubber soles, independently of which type of sole is "desired". 
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
